Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants' representatives discussed potential claim amendments 
to further prosectuion, such as moving limitations from the dependent claims or from the specification, into the 
independent claims. However, the Examiner indicated that she did not believe any of the language in the dependent 
claims would overcome the current rejection. The Examiner suggested focusing on the how the system identifies 
whether to execute in SIMD, MIMD, or hybrid mode as potential amendments, since that appears to be a distinguishing 
feature over the current rejection. However, the Examiner could not guarantee this would lead to an allowance since 
further search and consideration would have be to done on the amended claims.
